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Double Patenting 

1 . Claim 20-69, 71-79, 81-82, 84-106 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1-35 of U.S. Patent No. 
6162123. This holding is maintained from prior action which is incorporated herein. 

2. The terminal disclaimer does not comply with 37 CFR 1.321(b) and/or (c) because:
